Two Remarkable Wells. 


Two of the most remarkable oil 


wells drilled In Northwestern Ohio for 
many yeoj-s are owned by the 
Ex- 


change Oil Company on the Meyers 
farm a short distance north, of Cygnet, 
in Wood county, says the Pindlay Re- 
publican. Each of the wells was drill- 
ed in a month ago and after making 
brine for three weeks, started to pro- 
duce in enormous quantities. 
The 


wells are now producing eight hundred 
barrels of oil a day. One of the wells, 
which makes 500 ban-els, is located 
sixty feet from a. dry hole. The three 
hundred barreler is situated 150 feet 
from a. duster. No oil to speak of was 
encountered until tho drill tapped a 
pay at 280 feet in the sand. Neither 
of the welis filled up above tho sand 
and scarcely any oil to speak of was 
noted until the welis pumped sati 
water three weeks. Tho strike is 
causing the -wildest excitement and it 
will probably result in great activity 
in the deep sand stuff, S. N. E. Priddy, 
of this city, h,as a well on. an. adjoining 
lease which is making four tanks of 
oil a week natural. J. B. Jones & Co. 
possess a new well on. the Trapnell 
farm, near the Exchange Oil Com- 
pany's flud which has made fourteen 
tanks in fifteen days. There have been 
very few in&tances in the history of 
tho Trenton rock fields -where such a 
number of good weiis have been drill- 
ed: in within an equal area.
